There was a better attendance at 
the matket than has been the case 
for several weeks. , and on account 
of the «|arge quantity of produce 
offered for sale, the. prices especial- 
ly of meats, showed a alight tend- 
ency to decline. Lamb lost a cent 
a , pound and mutton . and veal also 
sho-wedVa slight effMt'of the com- 
petition among the venders. 

As an offset to the falling off in 
prices of the meats, eggs advanced 
two cents a dozen in the wholesale 
price, undei' stress of heavy buyi 
by Vancouver and local firms. 
"Many of the purchasers went to

fruit of the. season, but most were 
disappointed. There were s;ev-.

The poor stock found scarcely any 
sale, but the few good ones were 
pped up almost as soon as they 
were pla:ced ,on the market, 

There were' no plums or 
fresh fruit- to speak of. To-day 
probably gaw the last of the raspr 
'berrlefc There w'aa a large quan 
tity offered for rale, but they were 
nearly all overrtpa and did not sell 
Bs well a^ they have been doing at 
the last couple of njarketa.
